President  John  Jackson  called  the  meeting  to  order.  The  minutes  were  read.  Tom 
Robertson  motioned  they  be  approved,  Denny  Ross  seconded  and  they  were 
approved.  The  Treasurers  report  was  given  with  a  balanee  of  $5,719.28  in  the 
general  fund  and  $1,178.65  in  the  IC'TA  fund.  Gordon  Weber  motioned  it  be 
accepted,  Lee  Roe  seconded  and  the  Treasurers  report  was  approved. 

What  about  nominations,  how  are  they  coming  along?  Bev  Ashton  reported  that 
George  Shook  had  given  her  a  list  of  nominations,  and  a  couple  of  other 
nominations  had  come  in  also.  Letters  have  gone  out  to  all  nominees  to  see  if  they 
accepted  their  nomination.  All  slots  have  at  least  one  nominee. 

Denny  gave  a  report  on  the  upcoming  1NA  show  in  Ottumwa.  He  said  there  are  46 
tables  confirmed  as  of  now.  A  press  release  is  being  worked  on.  Denny  passed 
around  a  sample  of  the  program  for  the  upcoming  show,  it  looked  very  nice.  There 
will  be  a  quartet  at  the  breakfast.  Denny  is  also  working  on  a  press  release  for  the 
70lh  anniversary  medals. 

Tom  mentioned  that  we  need  to  reserve  a  medal  for  the  Historian’s  display. 
George  motioned  that  we  reserve  one  for  the  Historian,  Gordon  seconded  and  it 
was  approved  that  we  reserve  #38.  This  #  w'as  picked  in  honor  of  the  year  the  IN  A 
was  founded. 

A  silent  auction  for  the  silver  medals  numbered  1-10  w  ill  be  held  at  the  Ottumwa 
show  until  3:00  pm  Sunday.  There  will  be  sign  up  sheets  for  each  number  open  for 
everyone  to  see  the  bids. 

What  about  the  idea  for  a  centralized  show,  has  anyone  had  feedback?  Sam  Ashton 
said  he  had  a  discussion  at  the  Fort  Dodge  Coin  Club  earlier  that  week,  the 
consensus  was  that  they  were  not  in  favor  of  keeping  it  in  one  location,  they  wanted 
to  continue  the  way  it  has  been.  So  then  the  next  question  the  board  has  is.  do  we 
put  it  to  a  general  membership  vote  or  do  we  let  the  board  decide?  Chris  Seuntjens 
motioned  we  put  the  question  on  the  ballot  asking  for  an  opinion  on  centralizing 
the  IN  A  show.  It  was  approved  that  the  question  be  added  to  the  ballot. 

Denny  discussed  the  club’s  non-profit  status.  We  are  non-profit,  but  not  the  correct 
category  to  be  able  to  get  non-profit  mailing  status  or  for  people  to  be  able  to 
donate  to  us  and  be  able  to  take  it  off  of  their  taxes.  As  it  is  we  are  able  to  use  our 
printers  mailing  permit  for  reduced  rates  and  this  works  out  to  be  cheaper  than 
applying  for  our  own  permit.  It  would  actually  cost  us  more  on  a  yearly  basis 
because  of  the  cost  to  get  our  ow  n  permit. 

Where  w  ill  the  2009  INA  show  be?  Fort  Dodge  had  to  decline  because  ol  the  lack 
of  a  large  enough  facility.  The  Des  Moines  Club  said  they  could  take  it  lor  2009 
What  about  coin  show'  listings  in  Numismatic  News?  There  seems  to  be  a  problem 
lately.  Chris  wasn't  sure  if  he  had  sent  the  information  for  the  July  show  or  not.  but 
Coin-A-Rama  was  not  listed  this  past  February  nor  was  the  Fort  Dodge  show  in 
March.  Bourse  chairmen  for  these  shows  (Scott  Nichols  A  Sam  \shton. 
respectively)  insist  they  had  sent  in  the  information.

Inside  A  Chinese  Coin  Counterfeiting  Ring 

By  Susan  Headley 

The  photos  in  this  gallery  were  taken  inside  a 
Chinese  Coin  Counterfeiting  operation.  This 
Counterfeiting  ring  is  suspected  of  putting 
thousands  of  fake  coins  onto  the  world  and  U.S. 
markets  every  month.  These  striking  photos  first  emerged  on  certain  Web- 
based  coin  discussion  boards  in  Europe  and  the  Far  East.  They  came  to  my 
attention  through  a  numismatic  watchdog/satire  blog  called  Biddle’s 
bank.  These  are  the  same  coins  which  are  being  put  into  counterfeit  PC'GS 
and  NGC  coin  holders,  although  they  are  mostly  frequently  sold  raw 
(  unslabbed.) 

The  sheer  size,  scope,  and  professionalism  of  this  counterfeiting  ring  will 
astonish  you.  Although  the  working  conditions  often  appear  dirty  and  the 
minting  equipment  is  old,  this  is  obviously  a  well-funded  enterprise  that  is 
run  like  a  legal  business  in  China.  There  is  no  law  in  China  against  making 
these  “replicas”  as  long  as  they  are  sold  as  such.  ©  Ahout.com

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THE  THRILL  OF  THE  HUNT 
Iowa  I  ratio  I'okcn  Collecting 

By  Gaiy  Henderson 

About  three  months  ago,  a  friend  living  in  the  San 
Francisco  area  called  me  and  said  he  had  found  an  Iowa 
token.  It  was  mixed  in  with  a  bunch  of  transportation  and 
amusement  tokens  that  he  had  recently  purchased.  He 
?  said  it  was  from  Hawleyville,  Iowa,  which  I  almost 
couldn't  believe.  To  my  knowledge,  there  had  never  been 
a  token  found  from  there,  and  I'd  never  heard  of  the  town.  My  experience 
\\  ith  token  collecting  is  that  for  every  1 0  leads  for  a  new  token,  nine  don't 
pan  out.  When  “hunting"  1  routinely  go  into  every  coin  and  antique  shop, 
and  even  hit  some  thrift  shops  that  look  promising.  I  also  go  into  cafes  at 
coffee  time  and  talk  to  the  retirees  to  see  if  they  remember  any  tokens 
being  used.  Then  in  the  late  afternoons,  I  go  into  taverns  and  show  a  few 
tokens  around  to  sec  if  anybody  remembers  them.  Of  course,  you  also  ask 
about  anybody  who  owns  a  metal  detector  -  a  prime  source  of  tokens. 
Anyway  1  asked  him  to  send  me  the  token  -  1  was  almost  positive  it  would 
be  from  somewhere  else,  or  it  would  be  almost  anything 
besides  a  trade  token.  When  I  opened  his  package  a 
week  later  -  there  it  was  -  a  10-cent  token  in  great 
condition!  I  was  shocked  -  then  1  looked  up  I  law  leyvi lie, 
and  found  it  was  6  miles  NE  of  Clarinda.  This  was  the 
very  first  token  ever  found  from  this  town. 

As  I  considered  my  good  fortune,  it  brought  back 
memories  of  another  great  find.  I  grew  up  in  Harlan,  Iowa  and  took  over 
my  dad's  token  collection.  He  had  been  collecting  since  1968,  and  lived 
in  Shelby  County  for  all  of  his  life.  He  passed  away  in  1980  and  had 
never  heard  of  a  token  from  Corley,  Iowa  -  a  small,  small  town  about  5 
miles  south  of  Harlan.  Corley  was  a  booming  town  before  the  depression 
-  they  had  a  large  dance  hall,  grocery  stores,  etc 
About  ten  years  ago,  I  received  a  telephone  call  from  my  mother  -  a 

friend  of  hers  had  been  replacing  the  windows  in  an 
old  house  in  Harlan  -  and  found  10  tokens  from 
Corley  that  had  fallen  into  the  crack  in  the  window 
sill!  They  were  from  a  general  store  run  by  W.  H. 
Nelson  between  1903  and  1907.  What  a  find! 

Lewis  Ferguson  wrote  the  first  book  on  Iowa  tokens 
in  1972.  It  was  in  a  three  ring  binder  containing  394 
pages,  with  information  about  4,000  tokens.  He  then  published  a  hard 


<  . 
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cover  book  in  1 984,  which  became  the  bible  of  Iowa  tokens.  In  1999  Jack 
(ilass  and  Gawain  O’Conner  published  an  updated  Iowa  Trade  Token 
book.  It  contained  550  pages,  and  information  on  over  15,000  tokens. 

To  give  you  a  better  background  on  tokens,  1  will  copy  the  first  three 
paragraphs  of  Ferguson's  first  binder,  as  he  had  a  much  earlier  (and 
probably  more  accurate)  perspective  than  1  do  -  not  only  did  he  collect 
years  before  I  did,  but  his  father  used  tokens  in  his  business  (Sunny  Slope 
Farm,  Algona,  Iowa): 

“Trade  tokens  are  not  for  money.  They  are  in  fact  a 
receipt  for  merchandise  delivered,  services  rendered, 
or  a  receipt  for  some  deposit..  In  many  places  they  did 
have  a  reputation  of  the  merchant  in  the  community. 
Most  of  the  tokens  did  not  circulate  far  from  the  point 
of  issue.  It  was  the  custom  of  mercantile  stores  to 
obtain  their  supplies  of  produce  directly  from  the 
farmer.  If  he  would  accept  credit  for  his  goods,  he  was 
more  than  likely  paid  in  tokens,  which  had  to  be  redeemed  at  the  store  for 
goods.  These  tokens  had  various  names  in  different  communities,  some  of 
which  were  Due  Bills.  Tin  Money,  Store  Money,  Egg  Money,  or  just  plain 
Flickers. 

Oft  times  the  tokens  of  one  store  would  be  taken  in  trade  by  a  competitor 
and  then  some  sort  of  clearing  operation  undertaken  between  the  stores. 
Taverns  and  pool  halls  were  large  users  of  tokens.  Dairies  also  used 
tokens.  It  w;as  the  custom  in  those  days  to  place  empty  milk  bottles  on  the 
doorstep  to  be  replaced  with  full  ones  by  the  milkman.  The  use  of  tokens 
prevented  the  theft  of  money  from  the  bottles  since  the  tokens  were  only 
good  for  dairy  products.  Tokens  were  also  used  for  deposits  on  bottles  at 
dairies  and  confectioneries. 

Tokens  came  into  use  in  Iowa  in  the  late  1880’s  and  continued  until  the 
Great  Depression  of  the  1930’s.  At  this  time  most  stores  discontinued  the 
use  of  tokens,  but  taverns  and  pool  halls  continued  and  are,  in  many 
places,  still  using  them.” 

I  am  currently  updating  the  Iowa  Token  Book.  So  far.  I  have  over  20,000 
entries.  I  will  have  about  3000-4000  pictures,  and  w  ill  update  the  rarity 
scale.  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  a  number  of  Iowa  token  collectors  who 
have  either  let  me  review  their  collection,  or  have  sent  me  information. 
Also,  a  large  amount  of  information  has  been  supplied  to  me  on  when  the 
businesses  were  in  existence,  and  what  their  primary  purposes  were

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The  Grade  of  a  Coin  is  Everything 

By  Robert  L  Taylor  JD 

So  you  are  a  Coin  Collector! 

Tell  me:  Are  you  still  Collecting  Raw  Coins? 


Take  any  coin  in  your  collection  and  tell  me:  What  is  it  worth?  To  do  so. 
you  have  to  make  a  decision  about  the  grade  of  the  coin.  I  will  assume  that 
you  are  an  expert  at  grading  U.S.  coins,  so,  you  have  arrived  at  the  correct 
grade  for  the  coin  you  selected.  Obviously,  the  grade  determines  the  value 
or  worth  of  the  coin.  And,  once  you  have  the  grade  of  the  coin,  any  source 
for  the  price  or  worth  of  a  coin  will  then  tell  you  the  value.  (E.g.:  Red 
Book,  Black  Book,  Coin  World,  etc.)  Whether  you  are  getting  ready  to 
place  a  book  value  on  your  collection,  getting  ready  to  upgrade  or  sell  one 
coin  from  your  collection,  or  getting  ready  to  buy  or  upgrade  a  new 
addition,  the  grade  of  the  subject  coin  is  all  important,  the  grade  is 
everything.  Nothing  matters  more  than  the  grade  of  a  collectable  coin. 
Now,  assume  that  you  arc  selling  this  coin,  and  represent  it  to  be  the  grade 
you  decided  upon.  You  have  priced  the  coin  according  to  a  reliable  price 
guide.  What  percentage  of  all  coin  collectors  will  accept  and  believe  the 
grade  you  assigned,  even  if  they  examine  the  coin  in  person. 

Probably  a  majority!  Why?  Because  the  grade  of  a  coin  is  the  most 
important  identity  factor.  This  is  true,  whether  buying  or  selling.  If  the 
grade  is  not  true,  or  correct,  then  the  money  will  be  lost  -  lost  to  the  seller 
if  the  grade  is  to  low;  lost  to  the  buyer  if  the  grade  is  too  high.  There  is 
nothing  wrong  with  buying  and  selling  raw  coins,  even  if  they  may  come 
from  pocket  change  or  bank  rolls.  But  once  you  decide  to  make  them  a  part 
of  your  collection,  they  need  to  be  graded  by  an  Independent  Professional 
Grader.  This  is  so  because  you  need  to  know  the  value  or  worth,  of  each 
coin,  as  well  as  the  total  collection. 

But.  you  say,  its  only  my  personal  collection,  and  I  am  not  going  to  sell  it 
now,  or  ever.  Great,  I  say.  but  do  you  never  plan  on  upgrading  any  of  those 
coins?  Whenever  you  want  to  sell  a  coin  in  your  personal  collection,  you 
have  to  sell  it  with  a  grade  and  a  price.  This  means  you  have  to  represent 
to  someone  else,  the  grade  of  the  coin.  You  must  do  this  because  you  have 
to  put  a  price  on  the  coin.  When  that  coin  has  been  Professionally  Certified 
and  Graded,  you  have  eliminated  the  biggest  argument  point.  Know  ing  the 
grade  makes  everything  so  much  easier.  The  price  is  a  gi\  en  once  the  grade 
is  established.

These  are  the  companies  to  be 
used  when  those  raw  coins  need  to  be  Graded.  Get  the  highest  price  for 
coins  you  are  selling. 

Get  the  best  price  for  coins  you  are  buying;  and  get  an  accurate  appraisal 
of  your  collection.  Collect  Certified  and  Graded  coins!  Don't  play  games 
w  ith  buyers  and  sellers  over  the  grade  of  a  coin.  Know  the  grade  of  your
